THE CASE FOR THE COOK. 


Scott Nearing Says She Has a Hard 
Time for Her Money. 

Scott Nearing in his new book 
*‘Woman and Social Progress’’ pre- 
sents a pretty good case for the 
girl who hesitates to go into domes- 
tic service. He considers the cook’s 


duties 


' “First,’? he says, ‘‘she must be 
able to cook a wide variety of dish- 
es, perhaps seventy-five or a hun- 
dred; second, she must be neat and 
clean; third, she must work from 
7a.m.to9p.m. Out of this she has 
time off, but it is scarcely her own 
time; and fourth, she must cook 
dinner on Saturday evening and 
two or three meals on Sunday. 

“Now,’’ he says, turning to the 
other side of the controversy, ‘‘sup- 
pose that same girl wore to secure 
employment in a factory, what 
would the superintendent require 
of her? She must know how to do 
one thing well, she must be punc- 
tual and neat, her hours are from 
7 a.m. to 5 p.m., with half an hour 
for lunch; she has Saturday after- 
noon and Sunday for her very own. 

‘You are demanding,’’ he con- 
cludes, ‘‘therefore, that a skilled 
woman—for cooking is an art which 
it takes years to master—shall work 
eighty-five or ninety hours a week 
all w long, and in return receive 
$5 a week with bed and board. A 
girl with an equal amount of skill 
working fifty hours a week in a fac- 
tory could earn $12 a week and find 
her own bed and board. 

“But these facts,’’ Mr. Nearing 
goes on to say, ‘‘are only one little 
element in the problems. I have 
not yet set down the phase of the 
subject which transcends § and 
clinches the entire argument. The 
girl in your kitchen is a servant, 
subject to the dictates of the young- 
est child in the house. The girl in 
the factory is a lady, subject to her 
forelady and no other. 

_ Domestic service.’’ Mr. Nearing 
offers in solution, ‘‘presemts four 
possibilities. First, it may become 
a profession performed by a trained 
group; second, it may be taken 
over by a menial class; third, peo- 
ple may live in apartments, and 
fourth, they may have their work 
done co-operatively.’’

They Are the Greatest of All Ex- 
terminators of Insects. 


Science offers a new solution for 
the bug problem.

tural resources. 

There is no reason why the farm- 
ere of the country should not hatch 


and rear their own supply of toads} 


for local service. With a pond or 
even a small pool insured against 
drying up during late spring, the 
creatures will breed of their own 
acoord in any desired numbers up to 
the limit of the food supply avail- 

nsects. But 


; boys, 
through mere thoughtlessness kill 
toads whenever they get a chance. 

It ia estimated t an average 
toad is worth to the farmer 85 a 


‘| year for the cutworms alone which 


it destroys. But this is only one 
item. The amount a toad will eat 
is astonishing. A large imen 
has been known to devour a hun- 
dred rose beetles at a single meal. 
One toad needed. seventy-eeven 
myriapods—the common household 
centipede—to satisfy his appetite, 
another fifty-five army worms, and 
yet another sixty-five gypsy moth 
caterpillars. Stil another 

was seen to eat thirty-five large, 
full-grown celery worms in three 
hours, while another accepted

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THE WATER OF THE SEA. 


Blue and Green Are Not the Only 
Colors Observed in the Sea, 

Why the color of the different 

oceans varies, from the emerald 


green of arctic waters to the azure, 
yellow and dull red of other seas, 


is thus explained in an article in| the 


the Marine Journal: 

The blueness of sea-water is in 
constant ratio to its saltiness. In 
the tropics the tremendous evapora- 
tion induced by the blazing sun 
causes the water to be much-salter 
than it is in higher latitudes. For 
about thirty degrees north and 
south of the equator the waters are 
of an exquisite azure. Beyond 


these latitudes the blue changes to} be 


green, and in the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic oceans the greens are almost 
as vivid as the tropical blues. 

The extraordinary blueness of 
the Mediterranean has two causes. 
Few large rivers of fresh water run 
into thia sea, and, moreover, the 
Mediterranean is virtually land. 
locked, and exposed to a powerful 
sun, so that evaporation rapid. 
By actual test the waters of the 
Mediterranean are heavier and 
ealter than those of the Atlantic. 

In January, 1909, a river of yel- 
low water three miles wide was ob- 
served running parallel with the 


Florida to Cape Hatteraa, 
and its color was undoubtedly due 
to some tremendous sub-marine up- 
heaval, probably volcanic. 

Again, nine years ago, the sea 
turned almost black off a large part 
of the California coast. The whole 


of Santa Cruz Bay assumed this. 


extraordi inky hue, and fishing 
came abruptly to an end. The dark- 
ness seems to have been caused by 
millions of the tiny animaleules 
known as whale food. The dull 
reddish tint that has given the Red 
Sea ita name has a similar cause. 
The water becomes full of micro- 
scopic algac—tiny weeds. 

The Yellow sea of China is sup- 
posed to owe its color to the flood of 
muddy water that its great river 
pours into it. But there again liv- 
ing organisms are responsible for 
the peculiar tint. 

Occasionally, for some cause yet 
undiscovered, great areas of the 
ocean turn milk-white. In March, 
1904, a Japanese merchant veseel, 
steaming at night between Hong- 
kong and Yokohama, ran into a 
snow-white sea. It was not an 
opaque phosphorescent surface, but 
an expanse of pure snow-white that 
dazzled the eyes. The phenome- 
non lasted for six hours.

Happiness For the Blind 


For forty years 3 the Legislature of 
of Ontario has maintained at Brant- 
ford a school for the education and in- 
struction of the blind children of the 
"ni ee of both sexes, without charge 

or board, tuition or books; and in 
that school hundreds have been taught 
toread and write, to sing and play 
some musical instrument, and to do 
some’ useful work, the remuneration 
for which suffices or assists to provide 
and independant livelihood. Of 
course no amount of instruction can 
make a blind person as competent as 
he would be with ‘sight, but it is sur- 
rising to see how much, and what a 
variety of things, the blind can accom 
plish by touch and hearing, under 
proper guidance. There are in every 
country many more blind adults than 
blind children, and the Institution at 
Brantford provides to all applicants 
free appliances by which the adult 
blind can be taught at their homes to 
read with their fingers. Children can 
be much more easily, and more thor- 
oughly, taught in the school for the 
blind, therefore, the Principal makes 
his annual appeal to the readers of the 
REVIEW to send him the names of any 
children in their vicinity who are 
blind, or whose sight is so defective 
that they cannot be effectively taught 
in the Public Schools—together with 
the names and post office addresses 
Parente or guardians.

Doubtless the real reason of the 
choice was that Mr. Fleming is a man of 
great executive capacity, such as the 
street railway really needed. 

Mr. Fleming is a product of Toronto— 
of the more or less despised east end. As 
a barefoot lad he played on the muddy 
banks of the Don. Later he was care- 
taker of Parliament atree: Methodist 
church, and recently told of getting up 
at 4 o'clock on Sunday mornings to light 
the fires. When he grew up he started 
&® coal and wood yard and then went in- 
to real estate. He took to municipal 
politics as a duck takes to water. He 
was elected alderman, and did good work 
on the aesesament committee. When it 
was announced he was to run for Mayor 
people thought it a joke. But he ran and 
was elected. That was in 1891, when he 
vanquished B. B. Osler, now Sir Edmund, 
Five times afterwards he was elected, and 
left the Mayor's chair to become Assess- 
ment Commissioner, thence to the street 
railway. 

Mr. Fleming has. had .reverses; he in- 
vites them by his enefer and his daring. 
He wae caught financially in the land 
boom in the nineties, and he has suffered 
defeat at the polls. But he has a philo 
sophical temperament. The scare of the 
land emash are now being wiped out, 
for hia salary is said to be in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000 a year, with an occa- 
gional $10,000 bonus thrown in. 


THE BASEBALL PROSPECTS.

A despatch from Berlin says: 
While the total charges of the Ger- 
man army and navy, including this 
year’s increases, is lees than 85 
per head per year, a German econo- 
mist, Dr. George Goldstein has 
computed that each Berliner will 
pay 21 marks (or approximately 
$5) more for meat this year than he 
would have paid ten years ago. For 
the nominal family of five or six this 
represents an extra drain on the 
family exchequer of $25 or $30. Dr. 
Goldstein arrives at his figures by 
taking the total dressed weight of 
cattle, sheep, swine, etc., slaugh- 
tered .for Berlin consumption an- 
nually and multiplying this by the 
increase in the retail prices per 
pound as shown by the official sta- 
tistics over the average price ten 
years ago. For greater Berlin the 
total extra cost is about $18,000,000 
per annum,

Many people do not like municipal 
bonds as investments because they are 
not exciting and their yield is small. All 
of which is quite true. But the average 
man when he pute away his savings ina 
bank is not going to complain because 
there is no run on the institution in 
which he deposits his mosey, though, good- 
ness knowa, it ie exciting enough when it 
happens. He may complain, however, that 
the rate ia too low, and in that he has 
his own remedy in his own hands—he can 
buy bonds. 

If he buys industrial bonds he takea a 
certain amount of risk, varying in pro- 
position to the certain or uncertain char- 
acter of the business. Bonds of compan- 
jes supplying the necessaries of life, euch 
as the bonds of the large packing com- 
panies, flour mills, ete., are, usnally speak- 
ine safe enongh for the average man. To 
repay him for his slightly greater risk 
these bonds pay a considerably better rate 
of interest. If he wants to take a lesser 
risk than the more speculative industrial 
bonds, but hesitates over buying the more 
etable industrials, he can purchase the 
debentures of western towns, which are 
by no means gilt-edred, yet are safe 
enough short of a national calamity. But 
if he wants a high degrees of safety Ca- 
nadian city debentures, railroad equip- 
ment bonds and bonds of most public ser- 
vice companies would answer his purpose. 
Indeed, if he were to buy municipals at 
the present time he would, as sureested 
above, atand a verve wood chance of mak-

Whether sharks really eat human 
beings or not, no one likes to be 
|chased or to see a friend chased by 
iene of them. And so, whether Wil- 
jliam Tozer actually saved his ship- 
mate's life or not, he did a very 
brave thing, in a very neat and 
workmanlike manner. 

When George Kirstel], teward of 
the British steamship Ramsay, fell 
overboard while the steamer was 
coaling at Santa Lucia, Captain 
Mallen and the officers and crew,

Then 
it was shown that antikenotoxin in- 
jected into a man increased his 
physical and mental vigor. 

This led Prof. Lorentz to think of 
utilizing antikenotoxin to stimulate 
brain work. He considered that 
errors of calculation, for example, 
should be set down to fatigue. 

He found that problems given to 
his class in mathematics at the be- 
ginning of the lesson were solved in 
five minutes by three students; in 
eight minutes by thirty-three; in 
ten minutes by sixteen. Other 
similar problems, given at the close 
of the lesson were solved in five 
minutes by one student; in eight 


minutes hy twenty-eeven; in ten _ ’ 


minutes by twenty-three... Evie 
dently, said the professor, it is men- 
tal — that causes the slower 
WOrk. 

On a subsequent day Prof. Lor 
entz vaporized antikenotoxin in the 
class-room first before the close of 
the period and then set his pt 
problems as.before. The result was 
that they were solved in three min- 
utes by three students; in four 
minutes by thirty-one, and in ten 
minutes by one. the solutions 
contained fewer errors than uaual. 

This was the origin of Dr. Lor- 
entz’s intellectual pills. Europe

BRITAIN’S MERCHANT FLEET. 


Comprises Practically One-half of 
World's Steam Tonnage. 


An idea S?P¢hs rapidity with which 
the sailing ship is disappearing is 
conveyed in figures given — in 
new volumes of “ d’s Regie 
ter.’’ 

The world’s sailing fleet now to- 
tals little more than 4,000,000 tons, 
whereas the merchant steamere of 
the globe are in excess of 40,000,000 
tons. On the assumption that one 
ton of steam is equal to three of 
sail, steamships now do thirty times 
as much of the carrying trade of the 
world as sailing ships. 

Of this huge total of steamship- 
ping the British flag boasts practi- 
cally one-half, as much as 17,700,- 
000 tons being registered in the 
United Kingdom, and 1,600,000 tons 
in British colonies. It may be con- 
jectured too that the British half 
comprises the newer and more eco- 
nomically worked moiety. 

While 340,000 tons of shipping has 
been added to the United Kingdom 
register since 1911, Germany has in- 
creased her tonnage by 162,000, Ja- 
pan by 141,000 and Norway by 138,-

In «a paper recently it was announced 
that the executors of a Canedian estate 
had decided that large holdings of a cer- 
tain industrial stock would have to be 
sold because the beneficiary of the estate 
persisted in treating the entire dividend 
from the stock as income. The executors 
contended that aa the stock was chat of 
an industrial company the owner should 
eet aside aa a sinking ‘fund part of the 
annual return on the stock. 

Theoretically the execuiore were entire 
ly correct in their attitude, Practically 
it would depend a great deal on the na- 
ture of the business in which the com- 
pany was engaged. As a ruie, however, 
their proposed action was admirable. In- 
dustrial copepanies depend for their stic- 
eens on “great many things which can 
be altered by politics, nature, finance and 
the whim of the populace. By politics 
through tariffs and taxes; if the tariff on 
the products of certain of our industrial 
companica was lowered or wiped out the 
shareholders would find their securitice 
worth but little. The bondholders would 
alone use up most of the profits. Nature 
eould affect industrial companies in many 
ways. Palp and timber companies by 
fire could conceivably be wiped out. Floods 
might destroy mills, though this eigen 
is scarcely applicable to any but the smal- 
lest single plant industries. Finance 
could affect an industrial company 
through ite bankers and through the mar- 
ket for its securities, and finally, on the 
whim of the péople many industrial com- 
panies depend for their business. Pat- 
ent breakfast foods are examples of public 
whims. Few of these retain their popu 
larity for more than a few months or 
years.

TORONTO SPREADS WESTWARD. 


There are many people living who re- 
member when it was quite an expedition 
to visit the Humber river, which flows in- 
to Lake Ontario some five milea weet of 
the foot of Yonge atreet. In the old days 
excursion boats ran from the harbor to 
the Humber mouth. That was long be- 
fore the “Banish the Bar” era, and if the 
ashes of some of the Humber buildings 
recently destroyed by fire could talk, they 
could tell of many gay goingaon, when 
the merry-makere from the then distant 
city arrived in force. 

Now we seem to be within reasonable 
distance of the time when the whole 
valley of the Humber from its mouth up 
to Lambton Mille, two miles north, will 
be taken into the city limits, and at the 
same time will come in the intervening 
territory, which includes the settlement 
at Swansea and Runnymede. Mr, Home 
Smith, one of the most far-sesing and en- 
ergetio of the younger citizens, has, with 
the backing of a syndicate, bought up 
nearly all the property on both banks of 
the river. The high ground on the banks 
will make attractive residential sites, com- 


{manding as it does views of the beauti- 


ful Humber Valley panorama, and of the 
lake. A year ago he offered to present 
the city with the bed of the river and the 
low-lying ground beside it. He attached 
certain conditions which the civic au- 
thorities balked at, but now the time 
ecema ri for Toronto's next big annex- 
ation echeme to go through. When it 
does they say that the author of the idea 
will stand a good chance of going into 
the millionaire class. 

One of Mr. Home Smith's conditions was 
that the city would construct and man- 
tain a driveway up the Humber Valley. 
Thies would connect with the sea-wall and 
boulevard, which some day, it is hoped, 
will decorate the city's waterfront from 
the Exhibition grounds westward. and 
would provide one of the longést and most 
picturesque city driveways to be found 
anywhere in the world. 

Now, Acting Mayor Church has improved 
on the plan with the suggestion that at 
the mouth of the Humber a new city 
park should be established. The site, he 
gays, should be as large as Queen’s Park, 
which contains 37 acres. The location is 
excellent, and if the entire project ts 
worked out Toronto will have reason to 
be proud. 


TORONTO'S PARK SYSTEM. 


This is the season when the city gets 

the full benefit of ite breathing spaces. 
Queen's Park, which is probably the best 
known because of ite accessibility and the 
location there of the Parliament build- 
ings, is by no means the largest park in 
the city. That distinction falls to High 
Park in the wert end with its 335 acres, 
chiefly in their state of natural heauty.

Recause of its 
importance it was known more 
widele ontside of Palestine than 
was Gersa, and this fact mav have 
led to the substitution of Gada- 
renes for Geraseres by some an- 
cient copyists. When we remmeber 
how often the manuecrints of our 
Gospels were copied and reconied | 
during the manv centuries preceding | 
the invention of printing, the won- 
der is that more copvist’s errors of 
this kind than actnally do occur are | 
not found in the Gospels

FIND $500,000 IN TREASURE. 


Russian Peasants Unearth Relics of 
the Fourth Century. 


While some peasants were digging 
in a field in the village of Malaia, 
Russia, recently, they unearthed 
ati old chest containing treasure to 
the value of $500,000. The treasure 
was in gold and silver coins of the 
fourth century and several gold and 
silver vessels of a later date. One 
of these was a large dish of damas- 
cened gold with a richly embossed 
rim encrusted with precious stones. 
A Latin inscription shows that this 
dish was at one time in the posses- 
sion of a Bishop who lived in the 
eleventh century. A similar dish is

MARRIED BLUEJACKETS. 


Sailors in British Navy Feel In« 
crease in Cost of Living. 


One of the most important prob- 
lems connected with the British 
navy is that known as the lower 
deck grievances. This problem may 
be split. up into questions of pay, of 
privileges, of promotion and of dis- 
cipline. 

The -question of pay is the great- 
est of them all. The pay of the 
navy, both for officers and men, has 
cri stationary since Nelson's 

ay. : 

Of coursé the sailor is lodged, fed 
and. clothed by the Government, 
and the question of pay would not 
be so important if sailors were sin- 
gle men and had no home but their 
ships. But the navy is essentially 
& married service. Practically 
every long service eailor geta mar- 
ried, and of the men in the service 
more than 50 per cent. have wives 
to look after. 

Marriage is encouraged in the 
navy. The Admiralty recognizes 
that it is a good thing for men who 
remain from a dozen to twenty 
years in the service to contract the 
steadying tie of matrimony, but it 
does nothing to help them to main- 
tain their shore homes. 
no extra pay and no separation 
allowance like the soldier. Thus it 
comes about that the recent rapid 
rise in the cost of living has been 
very keenly felt by the bluejacket. 
As a rule the married sailor makes 
an excellent husband. 

In the matter of messing and of 
quarters the sailor is better off than 
he used to be; his food-is ‘more var- 
ied and it is better cooked, while 
the new ships give him more light 
and air and deck space, 

Unnecessary interference with a 
curtailment of leave is another 
cause of the discontent among the 
men of the lower deck. When Lord 
Charles Beresford took over the 
command of the Channel fleet the 
offence of leave breaking had reach- 
ed very serious proportions. ~ Every 


| Monday hundreds of men failed to 


return to their ships. Lord Charles 
extended the privilege of leave and 
gave the men liberty from Friday 
afternoon to Monday morning. In 
these two clear days they were able 
to go home, that was what they 
wanted, and leave-breaking 
promptly ceased in the Channel 
fleet. 

To-day the offence is more or less 
prevalent again, for the Beresford 
system has been abolished, not be- 
cause it had a bad effect on the 
efficiency of the fleet, but because 
the financial people at the Admiral- 
ty complained about the cost of it.

There Are Seldom Fewer Than 50

The number of invitations varies 
acoordi to the means of the 
bride’s parents, but there are sel- 
dom less than 50 assembled, and 
often as;many as 150, old and 
young.

ROPE HORSESHOES. 


How the Germans Provide for Safe~ 
ty in the Streets, 


Owing to the rapid increase in 
the mileage of streets paved with 
asphalt and wood blocks and to the 
congestion of traffic in the large 
cities, it was found necessary to 
afford greater safety for horses, to 
prevent their slipping and to enable 
them to come to a quick stop. This 
bas been attained by fitting them 
with ‘‘rope’’ horseshoes. These 
shoes were first manufactuged some 
25 years ago, but it is onl during 
the last decade that the industry | 
has grown to large proportions. 

Various forms and shapes of | 
shoes are used. Some are open at 
the back, like an ordinary horse- | 
shoe. Others are closed ; and often, | 
besides being closed there is a) 
br'dge or cros*piece joining the two 
sides. When this is the case the 
bridge is constructed like the rest 
of the shoe, inclosing a tarred rope: 
There are usually eight nail holes in 
each shoe ; and in order to strength- 
en the bottom, and especially to 
make the nail holes more secure, 
the walls of the groove are some- 
times reinforced by braces. The 
space in the centre of the shoe is 
often covered over with various 
kinds of inserts to protect the frog 
from injury. The latest novelty, 
which has been adopted by the Roy- 
al stables, is the insertion at the 
back of the shoe of a block of wood 
into which stiff bristles have been 
driven. This is an additional pre- 
ventive again slipping. When the 
ground is covered with snow a spe- 
cial ice plate is inserted in its 
stead. 

It is cystomary to use special 
nails with long heads in attaching 
the shoes to the hoof. When the 
long-headed nails are used, it is 
possible to drive them in and to ex- 
tract them without taking out the 
rope. These nails, which are 
driven between the outer gide of 
the groove and the tarred rope, also 
help to hold in the rope. The tarred 
rope wears down simultaneously 
with the rest of the shae, and it is 
only on rare occasions that the repe 
must be withdrawn and new insert- 
ed. This change can be made with- 
out removing the shoe. The aver- 
age life of a rope horseshoe is six to 
eight weeks. 

The advantages and ag aga 
tages of the rope shoes can be sum- 
marized as follows :—Advantages— 
They are light and comfértable for 
the horse; they help to prevent 
slipping; they break the concussion 
and deaden the sound of the hoop. 
Disadvantages—The driving of the! 
nails requires more cares the black- 
smith must have in stock a larger 
quantity of Shoes of various shapes | 
and sizes.

SALVAGE MONEY. 


Some Rich Prizes Found on the 
Deep Blue Sea, 


The owners, officers, and crew of 
any ship that rescues another at sea 
from a perilous position are en- 
titled by law to receive salvage 
money for doing so. All European 
nations observe this law, 

The amount of salvage money re- 
ceived for rescuing a disabled ship 
depends partly upon the value of 
the rescued ship's cargo, and partly 
on the extent of the risks run by 
the rescuers in salving the disabled 
vessel, 

As a general rule, a fifth of the 
value of the cargo is pail by the 
owners of the rescued ship, but 
from time to time as much ‘as half 
the value of the salved cargo has 
been paid. - 

Some years ago it fell to the lot 
of a little Bristol tramp named the 
Teacher, to rescue, at great risk 
to herself and her crew, a Russian 
liner, which had broken her pro- 
peller when within ten miles of 
Manukau Bar, on the West Coast 
of New Zealand. The Russian ship 
was in a most perilious position 
when the Teacher came to her res- 
cue ; ‘she was drifting on to the dan- 
gerous bar, and would certainly 
have been wrecked but for the time- 
ly arrival of the Teacher, which took 
her in tow and brought her safely 
to port, where she was able to get 
fitted with a new propeller. 

The Russian ship had $300,000 in 
specie on board. The Teacher's 
captain—who was also her owner— 
demanded $150,000 for salving this 
valuable cargo, and, after some 
litigation in the Russian courts, he 
was awarded $75,000. Under the 
award each of the crew, of whom 
there were six, took $3,500 of the 
sum allowed. This was one of the 
biggest hauls ever taken in the way 
of salvage money. 

Another big haul was made by a 
small Spanish tramp. She rescued 
an. English cattle-ship named the 
Barking, which had on board some 
tons of cable wires, and became dis- 
abled in mid-ocean through the 
smashing of her steering-gear. The 
Spanish tramp towed the Barking 
into Southampton; the owners of 
the La Manta subsequently sent in 
a little bill for $25,000-to the own- 
ers of the Barking, which was paid. 
Each of the crew received $500. 

Sometimes the captain of a rescu- 
ing steamer goes to the rescue of a 
disabled ship to make a_ bargain 
with the captain of the latter that a 
certain sum will be paid him—or 
his owner—in the way of salvage 
money, and a much bigger sum is 
sometimes secured in this way by 
a rescuing ship than would be! 
awarded her owners, officers, and | 
crew in court; but, on the other | 
hand, if an agreement of this sort 
is entered into, the circumstances 
in which the captain of the disabled 
ship has no choice but to accept it 
may be set aside if the matter 
comes into court. : 

This was done some years ago, 
when the captain of a German 
steamer demanded $20,000 from the 
captain of an English steamer, 
named the Eagle which had 
grounded on a reef near Aden, in 
the Red Sea. The Eagle had been 
on the reef for three days, and it 
was certain that. if she remained 
there another day, she would be- 
come a total wreck. She was carry- | 
ing silver specie to the value of | 
850,000, which fact, whengt became 
known to the captain of the German 
steamer, made him demand the big 


sum of 820.000 for getting the! 
Eagle off the reef and towing her | 
to Aden.

TO DRY UMBRELLAS. 


Should Be Opened Se That the Alr 
Can Get At Tt. 


At thie time of year, when there! 
is more or less rain, it pays to be 
eareful of vour umbrella. A wet 
umbrella should never be rolled up, 
nor even placed in an umbrella jar 
point downward, because that al- 
lows all the moisture to run down 
to the point. where it cannot get 
any fresh air and it wil] soon rust 
the ribs and rot the eloth. 

Many persons will stand a wet 
umbrella in a sink or bay basin, 
which wonld not be so'b if they 
would only place it point up se that 
the air could get to the part to 
which the water drains. The right 
thing to do is to open or hang it 
somewhere that the drippings will 
not do any damage. This lets the 
air get to every part of it and it 
will goon be dry again. 

A good umbrella, properly taken 
care of, dried open every time it is 
used, will last for 10 or 18 years; 
but one that is put away wet or 
point down in a hall stand jar will 
not last more than a season.

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SUMMER CARE OF PIGS. 


Many farmers think that they 
cannot afford to feed the pigs liber- 
silly during the summer season. 
The pigs are allowed to shift for 
shemeelves in many instances .and 
of course do not. make much growth, 
but one may see a pretty good pro- 
4t in feeding at the present high 
orice of both feed and pork, writes 
Mr. A. J. Legg. 

The hog will just about live on the 
>asture they can gzuther from the 
Seld and what grain is given them 
woes to growth and anyone who 
tried it has found that only a mod- 
srate ration fed to the shoate on 
pasture will make a good growth 
throughout the eeason. . 

Early spring pigs of any good 
breed can be made to average & 
pound of gain a day by .the time 
they are eight or ten months old, 
and a large part of this can be 
made on pasture. 

The pig that is fed enough food. 
to keep it growing rapidly from the 
start to finish is ueually the most 
profitable porker. 

In some section where there is 
sufficient waste crop to fatten the 
hogs it may be profitable to allow 
the ehoats to shift for themselves. 

However, usually the’ hogs that 
are allowed to shift for themselves 
and get fat on the waste are easy 
victims of cholera and swine plague. 

If there is a fair profit in feed- 
ing hogs the business should be con- 
ducted in as careful and business- 
like way as the feeding of cattle and 
sheep.
